Robbed Bank, Killed 2, 
Police Charge. 


Henry J. Fernekes, a Chicago boy 
who in 1914, when 16 years of age, at- 
tempted to hold up an officg in the} 
First National Bank building here in 
order to obtain funds to support his 
16 year old bride, was arrested yes- 


terday in New York,. charged with 
a bank robbery and two murders. | 

Fernekes, now 24 years old, is al- 
leged to have been the “lone bandit’ 
who held up the First National bank 
of Pearl River, N. Y., and then killed 
two cashiers when they tried to pre- 
vent his escape.

CHARGES UNION 
THREATS BALKED 
RAIL PAY PACTS 


Subordinates intimidated, 
Road Official Says. 


Higher-ups in railway union labor, | 
intimidating less grasping subordi- | 
nates with threats that have included 
lynching, have prevented successful! 
wage negotiations between carriers 
and their shop crafts, according to 


charges made yesterday at the hearing 
of the United States railroad labor 


secretary of the bureau of information 
for eastern roads. 

The charges, which enlivened an oth- 
erwise monotonous session, precipitat- 
ed a spirited tilt between Mr. Walber 
and B. M. Jgwell, head of the shop 
crafts and president‘of the railway em. 
ployés' department of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Agreement Blocked, He Charges. - 

Walber was reading statistics bear- 
ing on the railways’ petitions for lower 
wages, with a graduated scale that 
would consider the prevailing pay in 
individual localities. He named a num. 
ber of roads seeking this scale, and 
said agreements could have been 
reached on many lines if local union 
officials had not been influenced by 
union leaders of higher rank. 

The unions are holding out for a flat 
rate. 

“There would, in many instances. 
have been agreements if: the men had 
dared exercise their judgment,” Wal 
ber asserted. 

President Jewell sprang to his feet 
with a prompt challenge. He asked 
the railway representative to g¢ite an 
instance in proof of his charge. | 

“I would if I did not fear the dis 
closure would cause some man to be 
beaten up,” replied Walber. This did 
not satisfy Jewell, 

Tells of Lynching Threat. 

“Well,” Walber said, “there was 
the Elkhagg Ind., case. Out of this 
dispute arose, not only the threat to 
throw out a union man who favored 
agreement, but to stage a lynching 
party. 

Another flareup during the after- 
noon session came when J. A. Frank 
lin, president of the boilermakers’ 
union, accused the carriers of seeking | 
to influence public opinion thropgh 
propaganda. 

**I wouldn't insult the public by say- 
ing it can be beguiled by propaganda,” 
Walber countered. “And when it 
comes to propaganda, you fellows have 
the railway association ‘ lashed to the 
mast.’

THE CRIPPLED ARM 
OF JUSTICE. 


Jury service is not pleasant and it is easily 
avoided. Even if a citizen is not excused before 
he is examined in court he frequently can escape 
by making himself undesirable to either the prose- 
cution or the defense. Generally the better type 
of citizenship he represents the less the defense in 
‘a bad criminal case wants him. 

The legal exemptions from jury service are nu- 
mrerous and they involve much of the best com- 
munity intelligence, men whose professions are 
supposed to require their time constantly. Many 
business men can find time for a trip or a vacation, 
but they feel that their business will go to ruin if 

they give two or three weeks or less time to the 
state in jury service. 

They dread the confinement, the interruption of 
normal life, the interference with occupation, and 
all the vexations imposed upon a juror, and they 
escape service. The quality of juries is reduced 
and sometimes it gets down to a level which ought 
not to be intrusted with the responsibility Mlinois 
law gives a jury. 

A great deal of the work of the police and the 
presecutor can be nullified by the men in the jury 
box. Community sentiment which demands better 
protection and then condones the shirking of du- 
ties necessary to Citizenship is inconsistent and 
the community pays for it. 

With reputable, intelligent, honest citizens avoid- 


ing the jury box as if it were thé county jail it is 
not so difficult for the defense in a bad criminal 


case to get the jury it wants. Then there is a 
miscarriage of justice, a criminal goes free, the 
prosecutors rage and the police say that it is no 


_ use to get criminals. 


This puts one arm of justice in a sling and it is 
under that arm that criminals make their escape. 
State’s Attorney Crowe is trying to awaken a sense 
of responsibility and obligation in this respect. The 
jury system imposes enough handicaps upon the 
administration of criminal justice without being 
weakened by the refusal of citizens to give their 


time to the state. 


JESTING AT DEATH 
BY WIRELESS. 


Dramas of the wireless have been many since 
the world was thrilled by the story of Binns on 
the sinking Republic calling for aid out of the 
sea. Now a report that a ship is asking for help 
and that the vessels closest by are turning to her 
relief is elmost a commonplace of marine news. 
That first thriller was a rescue; the latest is re- 
ported as a tragedy. — 

The Associated Press sponsors the story, from 


New York. The news agency does not purport 


to give news as literature or drama but as state- 
‘mént of facts. This was the story of a radio 
operator jesting in a gale as his ship was sinking. 
it was contained in the radio log of the Danish 
steamer Estonia, which made a six hour fight 
against the gale to reach the position of the 
Grontoft, the sinking Norwegian vessel, but came 
Hansen, the radio operator on the 
Estonia, had the record of messages from the 
Grontoft. 

‘The operator on the Grontoft was heard from 
by the Estonia first at 10 o’clock in the morning 


- and by 4 o'clock in the afternoon his ship was 


gone with her crew of thirty, and in the conversa- 
tions between the two operators the man on the 
sinking ship jested as if he were in a leaky canoe 
On a knee deep creek from his first to his final 
message: “ We are sinking stern first. The boats 
are smashed. Can't hold out any longer. The 
skipper dictated that-—he ought to know—where 
4i4 I put my hat—sorry we can't wait for you 
any longer—pressing elsewhere.” 
Hansen, the Estonia operator, by that time, ac- 
cording to the story, was tuned to a lyric state and 
asked the man laughing at death: “‘ What dain 
of lances brought thee forth, to jest at dawn with 
death?’"” There was no answer from the jester 
and the story ends with the Estonia cruising over 


_ the reported spot and finding no trace of wreckage. 


A great sea story, as fiction or fact. We hope 
it was not a fake—as to the laughing operator and 
the lyric operator—but fake or fact, a great story 


of the sea. 
THE NEW POSTMASTER 
GENERAL. 


Dr. Hubert Work has taken the oath of office 
as postmaster general, succeeding Will H. Hays, 
to whom he has been first assistant. He enters 
upon duties which probably have @ more direct 


_- @ally bearing upon the affairs of the people of this 


country than those of any other officer in the 
cabinet. 

His chief and perhaps even his sole official duty 
is to see that the United States mails move quick- 
ly, safely, and accurately. The matters of economy, 
for the benefit of the public which pays for such 
service, and of justice for the postoffice depart- 
ment’s employés engaged in the work, are details 
of the main task. It is a big job and gives one 
man plenty to do. 


As was proved by Mr. Hays, ft can be done best 


—< if it is not interfered with by the assumption of 


tasks which do not properly belong to it, such as 
made the postal administration of Secretary Burle- 
son an abomination. Of thesé self-imposed duties 
-@ensorship was the worst evil. Instead of ex- 
| pediting the mails Mr. Burleson delayed and ham- 
pered them, and with them delayed and hampered 
the free communication which is an essentia] of 
* democratic government. | 
It was not only bad for the mail service but bad 
for the principles of a democratic society. Mr. 
Hays largely corrected that tendency. It is to be

AVOIDING EUROPEAN 
ENTANGLEMENTS., 

_ The text of the state department's formal re 
fusal to participate in the international conference 
Which is to meet in Genoa on April 1 puts the sit- 
uation so clearly that few in this country can ob- 
ject to it. It forms a complete answer not only 
to the European countries which seek to engage 
the United States in their restoration but to those 
Americans who have maintained that it is a high 
duty of this country to participate in the restora- 
tion of war torn Europe. 

Mr. Hughes makes our position clear in the sin- 
gle sentence: “It-has been found impossible to 


escape the conclusion that the proposed conference 
is not primarily an economic conference, as ques- 


tion without the satisfactory determination of 
which the chief causes of gconomic disturbanbe 
must continue to operate, but is rather a confer- 
ence of political character in which the govern- 
ment of the United States could not helpfully par- 
ticipate.” 

In undiplomatic language that means we are not 
willing to devote our resources to helping Euro- 
pean countries until they show their good faith by 
helping themselves, and by eliminating some of 


direct to the points Of greatest need. That is fair 
enough. It means that if Europe should entice us 
into conference in such circumstances as laid down 
for Genoa, any economic help which we might give 
would be likely to be diverted from the needs which 
we might seek to fill, and we would find ourselves 
tacitly acquiescing in various European local poli- 
cies, and taking sides on questions in which we 
have no direct interest, and which would entangle 
us in a maze of European politics. 

Although the secretary of state does not specify 
the questions which appear to have been excluded 
which lead to his conclusion, it is well known that 
they pertain to deflation, balancing of budgets, 
reduction of continental armies and adjustment of 
reparations within the ability of Germany to pay. 
With those things left out {t is clear that the fun- 
damental features of an economic conference are 
left out. It therefore is not really an economic 
conference. It must then be political. We do well 
to refrain from such a meeting. ee 


THE MAYOR'S VISION. 


‘ Mayor Thompson, speaking to 1,000 Chicago 
business men in favor of the evolution of the 
Pageant of Progress into an all-year exposition, 
says he “likes to visualize a year-around exposi- 
tion growing from last year’s pageant, which will 
enormously boost industry not only in Chicago 
but throughout the whole Mississippi valley.” 
We also like to visualize such an enormous 
boosting of industry of Chicago. But we fear that 
important things are being overlooked in the 
mayor’s vision. Some of the things which make 
& great industrial community are central location, 
transportation of raw and finished products, 
availability to adequate markets, competent and 
sufficient supplies of labor, minimum overhead 
expenses, and fair dealing. 

Chicago has some of those things. It hasn't 
all of them. An important feature is overhead 
expense, An important part of overhead is taxa- 
tion. Under Mayor.Thompson this item has in- 
creased more than 100 per cent in six years. It 
has increased 42 per cent in the last year, despite; 
the fact that expenses in all other lines were going 
down. If he wants his vision of industrial progress 
to come true, he can do much more for it by re- 
ducing taxes than by promoting an exposition. 
Competent and sufficient supplies of labor is 
another important item. To maintain that requires 
adequate housing. High taxes discourage the pro- 
vision of such housing. Rapid and comfortable 
transportation of workers to and from their work 
are equally necessary to the necessary task of 
providing factories with labor. That can be as- 
sured in Chicago only through a subway system. 
The use of transportation as a political issue will 
not do it. If the mayor wants his vision of indus- 
trial progress to come true he can do much more 
for it by building a subway than by promoting 


an exposition. 
Fair dealing with business men who invest their 
money in Chicago is another requisite to industrial 
progress. If they are hampered by petty office 
holders or appointees for political reasons they 
will not come to Chicago. The mayor can do much 
more to make his vision come true by improving 
the administration’s reputation for dealing with 
business men than by promoting an exposition. 
THe TRIBUND is not opposed to the exposition. 
Probably it would be a very good thing. But other 
things closer to the job which Mayor Thompson 
was elected to fill are of greater importance.

INSANITY AS A CRIMINAL EXCUSE.

Then the accused stood be- 
fore the bar with a plea of guilty or not guilty and 
the case was tried on its merits. 4 

Today all is changed. The criminal now turns to 
thé insanity plea as the last means to soften his 
sentence or to furnish a loophole for escape from jus- 
tice. Too often the plea works. 

It is a practice that tends to undermine law and 
order in this country. How the criminal can atone 
for his sins when the lawyers are forever digging up 
excuses that place the blame elsewhere is problemat- 
ical, And as long as it isa temporary safe haven for 
the professional criminal to ride out the storm of 
justice, he will seek the port of insanity. Said Judge. 
Kickham Scanlan, chief justice of the Criminal court 
of Chicago, to a medical body the other day: 

I want to warn you men not to place too much 
faith in the rapidly growing propaganda that all 
prisoners are insane. The present cry is that an 
insane streak runs through all criminals. From 
my experience I would say the reverse is true, 
As a rule, men who are brought into my court for 
committting major offenses against the law are 
unusually smart. 

The Chicago courts have just furnished a good ex- 
ample in turning down the last minute pleas of a 
youthful murderer. In so doing they have upheld 
justice, and have notified criminals that they cannot

A BRIGHT’S DISEASE TEST. 
ERE is an easy way to find out 
whether or not you are headed 

for Bright's disease, or have al+ 

ready arrived at that port. 

That is, it is easy in the sense that the 
test requires no great skill on the part 
of the investigator and no special appa- 
ratus. 

All the apparatus required is a gradu- 
ate with which to measure fluids. One 
marked off for ounces will do, particu- 
larly if one“remembers that one pint is 
about 600 and one quart about 
1,000 «. 

It will be somewhat better if the equip-~ 
ment also includes an apparatus for tak- 
ing specific gravity. This can be bought 
for not much more than a dollar, and 
ite use can be learned in ten minutes. 

The test is to discover whether the day 
urine exceeds the night urine in quan- 
tity, and, if so, how much. A normal 
person should pass three or four times 
as much urine during the day as during 
the night. A person with a well devel- 
oped case of Bright’s disease will some- 
times pass more ufine at night than dur- 
ing the day.

In 
fact, it is better to distribute the drink- 
ing of water and other fluids as evenly 
as possible between getting up time, 
about 6, and going to bed time, about 10.

If the kidneys are sound, the amount of 
day urine will be at least three times 
that of the night urine. 

If Pright’s disease is just around the 
bend, the proportion will be about two 
‘to one. 

If it is already at hand, the quantities 
may be even. 

If it is advanced, the night quantity 
may be 25 per cent higher than the day. 

If the amount of night urine is high, a 
low protein diet may decrease it.

GRACKLES ARRIVE EARLY FROM 
THE SOUTH. wh 
S soon as winter begins to show 
signs of being ready to quit 
there comes up from the south a 
black coated, somber looking 
army of birds that sweeps over the 
land. Black as they are, we are al- 
ways glad to see the bronzed grackles 
arrive, and, although they haven't 
much in the way of a spring song, as 
their voices are harsh, they are wel- 
come. 

Throughout the middle west the 

bronzed gtackle is quite a common 
bird. It becomes quite tame in the 
cities and is seen walking gravely and 
sedately over "age lawns in search of 
food. There is something about the 
grackle that is rather unbirdlike. Per- 
haps it is their peculiar yellow eyes. 
We have seen them quite close in 
Chicago parks, and with their plumage 
reflecting metallic green, blue, and 
bronze flashes and their unusual yel- 
low eyes you get the impression that 
the grackle doesn’t ‘‘ quite belong.” 
Interesting as this bird is, ha doesn’t 
stand very high in the regard of most 
bird lovers, as Mr. Grackle sure does 
raise havoc with the eggs-and nest- 
lings of other birds. This is especially 
true in the spring, and a few of these 
birds will just about clean out every 
nest within a considerable area. 
The grackle is a born rover. As 
soon as fall arrives you will see great 
flocks of them cruising around ravag- 
ing the country. Only during nesting 
time do they settle down and stick to 
one place.

depth seed should be planted. When 
advice is given to plant seeds to a 
depth of from two to four times their 
thickness it is only meant to give an 
idea of the approximate depth. If this 
rule is etrictly adhered to in every case 
there are some seed so thin or small 
that the covering would be little thick- 
er than a sheet of newspaper. | 

The finer the seed the lighter should 
be the covering. Seed that are almost 
as fine as powder should be sprinkled 
on top of the seedbed, whether plant- 
ing is being done in window boxes, hot- 
beds, or in the garden. Cover deeper 
in sandy soils than in heavy clay soils. 
The following directions are safe to 
follow with the common vegetables: 


For asparagus, beets, cucumbers, and mel- 
ons, 1 to 1% inches; onions, parenips, rad- 
ishes, salsify, and tomatoes, % to 1 inch; 
beans, watermelons, and okra, 1% to 2 inches; 
epinach and squashes, 1 to 2 inches; and 2 
inches is a safe depth to plant sweet corn.

Receives More than 
Chief Fitzmorris. 


Why city hall spokesmen have hung 
the sobriquet “super cabinet officer ”’ 
on the Rev. John H. Williamson, law 
enforcer extraordinary for Mayor 
Thompson, became apparent yester- 
day when the minister became eligible 
for his first pay oheck. It totals 
$833.33, which is at the rate of $10,000 
a year. 

With the exception of the mayor, 
who .gets $18,000 a year, and his ex- 
perts, five of whom collected $2,742,666 
in fourteen”“months, no city official re- 
ceives more than $10,000 a year. Dur-. 
ing his first month's labors the amount 
of his pay has been carefully guarded 
both by the mayor and his prime nif™- 
ister. 

The news that the minister had 
driven a $10,000 bargain with the 
mayor gave a severe shock to some 
city officials. 


Better Pay than Fitzmorris. 


For instance, Fire Marshal Thomas 
O’Connor, titular head of the fire de- 
partment, gets $2,000 less a year than 
the Rev. Mr. Williamson. Chief Fitz- 
morris, whom Mayor Thompson has 
called “the gréatest chief of police in 
the world,” is paid only $8,000. 

The mayor is paying his law enforcer 
out of the executive’s $25,000 contin- 
gent fund, spending two-fifths of the 
fund for the minister's salary. The 
appropriation for the fund reads “ for 
contingent and other expense for cor- 
porate purposes, to be expended under 
the direction of the mayor and city 
controller.’’ The fund has usually been 
used to entertain official visitors and to 
finance municipal! celebrations, etc. 

In addition to the $833.33 pay check, 
$500 is being spent to remodel thé off}- 
ces of the council living costs commit- 
tee into a private office for the law 
enforcer.

The following words sound quite 
English, and that is what .they are: 
“The French regard the cresses as 
about top notch for cooking purposes. 
The French maigre soup of watercress 
is delectable. It is made-with either 
potato or rice to give it body, with 
onion, parsley, egg, butter, and cream. 
Boiled watercress should be cooked in 
the same manner as spinach; as a sup- 
port for an omelet or poached eggs it 
will be found admirable, or it can ve 
served alone.” 

A bit of salt and butter is all that 
is needed to finish cress greend. 

For each bunch of cress allow two 
or three medium sized potatoes, one or
